He has been supported by 
the Hobbetzelle Foundation of 
Dallas in checking these paintings 
by X-Ray and chemical analysis 
Also, Muscovitch will show X-Ray 
photos of restored famous pictures 
and describe the methods used by 
experts in determining the authen- 
ticity of famous works of art.

Other construction, now in evi- 
dence on the campus, includes the 
“U" shaped building south of Doug- 
lass hall. The building is 80 per 
cent complete and will be ready 
for occupancy on September 1, ac- 
cording to Dewey James, superin- 
tendent of buildings and grounds. 
The building will be used for busi- 
ness administration, practicum, of- 
fices and genera! classrooms, he 
said. 

Construction Delayed 

The fine arts building south of 
the library is 40 per cent complete, 
but construction has been delayed 
for steel joists for the roof. The 
home economics building directly 
behind the building has also been 
delayed because of the joists, and 
is presently 25 per cent complete, 
James said.

Summer Session registration at 
| Sacramento State College set an 
all-time record of 1500 stu- 


dents errolled for classes

ing to registrar James O. Booker. 

While releasing figures for 
State’s seventh annual session, 
Booker noted that the total is a 
definite increase over last year’s 
total of 1440. He also noted that 
the figures, at this time, are not 
complete and an accurate account 
can not be given until later in the 
week. 

Records frorn the business office 
ndicates that the Summer Ses- 
sions have shown a steady growth 
since the first session in 1948 drew 
a total of 387 students. The fol- 
lowing year 856 students enrolled 
to more than double the previous 
enrollment. Records show the fol- 
lowing enrollments for the years 
following: 1145 in 1950, 1184 in 
1951, 1233 in 1952, and 1440 in 
1953. 

Booker also revealed that mem- 
bership in the Associated Students 
was 1200.

Next weekend thousands of Americans will grab the 
wheels of their cars and race down a sweltering highway to 
what they hope will be a cool and relaxing destination. 

A few hundred of those thousands will never reach that 
cool destination, and many will never return to their homes. 

But of all the thousands of Americans that drive down 
the highways this next weekend, and of all the thousands 
that relax in the comforts of their homes, and of all those 
who never return for another such weekend—how many 
really understand the significance of this July 4th, of this 
Independence Day? 

In 1776 this day had more than a mere significance to the 
peoples of the United States—it meant a new birth, a new 
freedom, and above all it meant the beginning of their 
country ! 

An old cracked bell that rang out in the center of Phila- 
delphia, and a flag of stars and stripes called Old Glory be- 
came the symbols of the day for those new Americans. 

This symbolism, founded on that day in 1776, became a 
national pride that grew with each succeeding year. In 1886, 
110 years after the Declaration of Independence, the people 
of France and America contributed $1,000,000 for a steel 
structure towering 151 feet and covered with bronze plates. 
The Statue of Liberty, standing on Bedloe Island in New 
York Bay, has represented since then the liberty and oppor- 
tunity enjoyed by the people of the United States. 

And today Americans can look back on two World Wars 
in which their men and women went forward to defend the 
— and the country that had their beginning on July 

Yes, today, they can look back and read the words on that 
Liberty Bell, the words that say, “Proclaim liberty through- 
out the land and to all the inhabitants thereof.” 

They can look to the symbolism that Americans before 
them have established, but more than the looking is the need 
for insuring that symbolism with 1954 Americanism. While 
they may accept the statistics of predicted casualties on the 
highways during this holiday weekend, may they never 
“accept” that heritage, but that they reestablish it for them- 
selves and their children.
